Mast Appalling Disaster in 
History of Tennessee Mining 
Uccurs at Coal Creek 


ONLY ONE MAN ESCAPES 
FROM MINE WITH LIFE 


4nd He Is So Badly Injured That He 
Will Die—Horror Caused by 
Explosion of Gas—Many 
Pathetic Scenes About 
the Mine. 


Coal Creek, Tenn., 
disaster in the history of Tennessee min- 
ing occurred at 7:30 o clock this morning 
' when between 175 and 225 men and doys 
met instant death at the Fraterville coal 
mine, located 2 miles west of town, as a 
result of a gas explosion. 

Out of the large number of men and 
boys who went to work this morning, 
developments at 10 o'clock tonight show 
that only one is alive and he is so badly 
Injured that he cannot live. This man 
was William Morgan, an aged English- 
man, who was a roadman in the mine 
and was blown out of the entrance by 
the force of the explosion. 

One hundred and ‘seventy-five miners 
were checked in for work this morning 
by the mine boss. In addition to these 
there were boys who acted as helpers, 
drivers, roadmen and others to the num- 
ber of perhaps fifty. 

Fraterville mine is the oldest mine in 
the .Coal Creek district, having been 
Opened in 1870. It is fully 3 miles from 
the mine opening to the point where the 
men were at work. They had not been 
at work long before the terrible explo- 
sion occurred. There was a fearful roar 
and then flames shot from the entrance 
and the airshafts. News of the disaster 
spread like wildfire, but as soon as order 
could be brought out of chaos, two 
searching parties were started in, one at 
the main entrance, the other through 
Thistle mine, which adjoins and in which 
no men were at work. The Thistle party 
Was unable to make any headway, as 
the gas stifled the workers. The Frater- 
ville party went fully 2 miles under the 
earth until a heavy fal] of slate was en- 


countered. At this bar§er men--worked | : 


like demons, hoping. against hope that 
those beyond might be safe. 

Wailing Women and Children. 

The scenes at the mouth of the mine 
while the workers were within are be- 
yond description. Business had been sus- 
pended in Coal Creek and al! its mines 
as soon as the news of the disaster be- 
came circulated and men, women and 
children gathered around the Fraterville 
entrance. Women whose husbands and 
sons were within were wild with grief. 

All day long the rescuers tolled at the 
slate obstruction and not untill 5 o'clock 
did they force an entrance through it. 
Up to that hour only 
had been recovered and hope was still 
high that many within were safe. This 
hope was doomed, however, for when 
once the rescuers could enter and pro- 
ceeded they walked along one continu- 
ous tomb of death. There was not a 
sign-of life. Every soul had perished, 
they believed, although it will be early 
in the morning before all the rooms can 
be entered. 

Eight dead bodies were first recovered, 
and these were sent to Coal Creek. 
Twenty-six more were soon gathered to- 
day. They were not disfigured beyond 
identification and each corpse as it was 
borne from the mouth of that gigantic 
tomb was soon surrounded by eager 
crowds of relatives of men who were 
entombed. The mine was not on fire 
except in remote portions and all bodies 
will perhaps be reached before daylight.

Not Enough Air. 

The Fraterville mine is owned by the 
foal Creck Coal Company, of which Ma- 
for E. C. Camp is president. He was in 
Tincinnati and is now hurrying to the 
gecene of the disaster. In 1901, after in- 
specting Fraterville mine, State Commis- 
sioner of Labor R. A. Shifleft reported 
that the ventilation was not up to re- 
quirements, that the furndce was inade- 
quate to ventilate the mine and that air- 
ways were choked in places. He found 
that 164 men were at work on the the 
fay of his visit, requiring by statute 
15,20 cubic feet of air per minute.

St. Vincent Situation. 

Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, May 
19.—The continued heat thrown off by the 
lava prevents any one approaching the 
voleanic mountain. 

From the sea the estates of Wallwou 
and Richmond present a scene of desola- 
tion. The volcano was apparently quiet 
Thursday until 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
At this hour a distinct discharge aq steam 
occurred and a bulky white cloud issued 
from the extreme right of the mountain, 
verifying the belief that a new crater had 
been formed on the windward side. 

It is presumed that LaSoufriere will In 
the future remain active. The surround- 
ing country will then be uninhabitable. 

The loss as a result of the volcanic 
eruption includes not only the _ present 
crops of the island, but cultivation will 
be impeded for some years to come, 

Serious fears are entertained that ane 
other eruption will occur at the foot of 
the volcano, where steam is continually 
issuing from small fissures. The locality 
is cracked all over. 

A sad story is related by a lad of 14 
years, who lived in a village vaiied Over- 
land, which was demolished. His father, 
mother and nine brotners and sister were 
killed by the burning eruption. The boy 
heard nothing of them and two days 
after the disaster the went to Overland in 
search of his family. He found them 
dead, and without assistance he dug a 
trench and buried them all. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 19, 8 a. m.—A party from here has 
gone to St. Pierre on the British cruiser 
Indefatigable, carrying with them coffins 
for the purpose of recovering the bodies 
of the family of Thomas T. Prentiss, the 
late United States consul at that place, 
who were -killed in the disaster. The in- 
terment of the remains will take place 
here and will be conducted with military 
honors. The Indefatigable brought 120 
tons of supplies. 

There was another eruption from Mont 
Pelee yesterday. Ashes fell here. The 
volcano ig still violently smoking, and 
there are no signs of its ceasing its ac- 
tivity. 

The United States crulser Cincinnati 
and the United States government tug 
Potomac will be stationed here indefi- 
nitely. The Potomac will shortly go to 
the island of Guadeloupe to bring to this 
place the furniture, books, etc., of the 
office of the United States consul there, 
Louis H. Ayme. 

Events Preceding Horror. 

Paris, May 19.—The newspapers print a 
number of private letters from St. Pierre 
giving many details of events immedciate- 
ly preceding the catastrophe. The most 
interesting of these is a letter from a 
young lady who was among the victims, 
dated May 8. After describing the aspect 
of St. Pierre before dawn, the town being 
lit up with flames from the _ volcano, 
everything covered with ashes and the 
people greatly excited, yet not panic- 
stricken, shé said: 

“My calmness astonishes me. If death 
awaits us there will be a numerous com- 
pany to leave the world.

Fifty miles of telegraph 
wires were also destroyed. Many lives 
were lost. 


Houston, Tex., May 19.—The latest re- 
ports from Goliad state that 98 persons 
were killed and 103 injured by the tor- 
nado which passed over that city yester- 
day afternoon. The property loss in the 
city and surrounding country will proba- 
bly reach $200,000. The storm swept the 
city from end to end and demolished 
150 stores and residences, many of which 
cannot be repaired.

Storm of Short Duration: 

The tornado, wb’ich was preceded by a 
terrific downpouw of hail, lasted only a 
few minutes, ‘ithe hai] storm drove the 
people into their houses, where they were 
caught like rats in a trap and death- 
dealing wind came upon them with terrific 
force, leveling everything in its path. The 
tornado swept an area 250 yards wide 
for a distance of 1 1-2 miles. Houses cuwl- 
lapsed as if built of carW@board, covering 
the dead and injured with debris, which 
necessarily makes the work of rescue 
slow. People flocked to the town from 
all of the surrounding courittry. Many of 
them had relatives in the city. The work 
of rescue has been carried on all day and 
the funeral of several of the victims 
took place this afternoon 

The supply of coffins was replenishea 
from other towns and a large force of 
laborers are Still at work digging graves 
for many of the unfortunate victims. 

The citizens have perfected an organiza- 
tion and everything is conducted in an 
orderly manner and the work of caring 
for the dead and injured is now on a 
systematic basis. 

The storm wrought severe havoc to the 
surrounding country, Dut no lives are re- 
ported lost.

He Is Dismissed from the Service for 
Scandalous Conduct. 
Washington, May 19.—Captain Bertram 
Neumann, of the marine corps, has been 
dismissed from fhe naval service, as a 
result of his trial by courtmartial at 
Pensacola, Fla. The action in his case 
was made public at th@ navy department 
today. Captain freon: Yon was tried on 

four charges: 

“Scandalous conduct tending to the 
destruction of good marals, disobeying the 
lawful order of his superior officers, false- 
hood and conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline.” 

The specifications alleged irregularities 
in the financial transactions of Capta'‘n 
Neumann in his capacity ag post treas- 
urer of the barracks at Pensacola, and 
on his persg@al ac®&gunt and discbedience 
of an ordef from his superior officer for 
the immediate submission of the com- 
rany fund books. The court found him 
guilty of all the charges and sentenced 
him to dismissal from the service. buat 
recommended clemency on the part of 
the reviewing authority in cansidergtion 
of Captain Neumann's excellent profes- 
sional record’and becaus? of his mental 
ecndition, which, the court stated, ‘‘!:- 
capacitated him for a proper apprect}- 
tion of his responsibilities and obliga- 
tions.’’ Secretary Moody = ajpreved tha 
sentence of the court and ignored the 
recommenédaticn for clemency, holding 
that no evidence had been iniroduced to 
show that Captain Neumann was suffer- 
ing from any mental impairment.

“I know personally 
nearly every man who worked in that 
mine. I am surprised that the accident 
occurred. The company has recently in- 
stalled a big 16-foot fan for keeping the 
mine ventilated and this was considered 
amply sufficient for the purpose. My 
last inspection was made in Japuary, 
19022. The defects I had pointed out in a 
previous inspection had practically been 
remedied. Better ventilation was urged 
in that report and the company replied 
by putting in the big fan.”

CRAZY TO WED LITTLE GIRL, 
AUSTIN TAKES FIVE LIVES 
AND THEN COMMITS SUICIDE 


Balked in Effort To Make Child 
His Wife, Blood Mania

COOING INFANT FOUND 
BY MOTHER'S CORPSE 


Tot Was the Only One.To Escape the 
Fury of the Love-Crazed Man. 
Tragedy Occurred Near St. 
Augustine. 


Fla., May 19.—Crazed by 
his infatuation for little Abitha Mc- 
Cullough, a 13-year-old girl, William 
Austin, a young man, killed the girl and 
four other persons and then committed 
suicide in a lonely farm hous; of William 
Wilkinson, near Hastings, a tifriving 
settlement, 18 miles frcm thig city, at 3 
o'clock this morning. The dead are: 

WILLIAM ' WILKINSON, aged 62. 

MRS. WILKINSON, his wife. 

MISS ABITHA M'CULLOUGH, 
13. 

MISS WILKINSON, sister of William 
Wilkinson. 

A CHILD, name not learned. 

WILLIAM AUSTIN, the murderer and 
suicide, aged 25. 

The crime was first discovered by John 
Keller, who visited the Wilkinson house 
this morning. He found six corpses, 
scarcely cold and but one living witness 
to the tragedy, a helpless infant. Austin 
had been madly infatuated with the Mc- 
Cullough girl, who lived with the Wilk'!n- 
son family, and it is claimed that he 
killed the entire family because his ad- 
Vanceg were rejected and his desire ta 
wed the girl was opposed. 

He went to the Wilkinson home Friday 
night and proposed marriage to Abitha 
McCullough. He was rejected, and, vow- 
ing he would marry her, hurried to this 
citv and on Saturday procured a mar- 
riage license. He went to church on 
Sunday night and told every one he met 
that he was to be married thet night. 
About 3 o clock this morning several] pis- 
tol shots were heard, but no one went 
to investigate. 

Wilkinson failed to appear this morn- 
irg at a neighbor’s house Where he was 
engaged in harvesting a crop of pota- 
toes, and John Keller, a farm hand, 
was sent to learn the cause of his ab- 
sence. He found the murdered and Aus- 
tin with a bullet hole in his treast and 
the revolver clutched in his Land. Word 
of the tragedy was brought to this city 
en the morning train and Sheriff Perry 
and the coroner went to the scene of the 
tragedy. The unharmed infant was 
found in bed beside its dead mother.

KILLS SELF IN CLASS ROOM. 


Professor Schaeffer Shoots Himself at 
Portland—Native of Virginia. 

Portland, Oreg., May 19.—Professor Eu- 
gene L. Schaeffer, senior master at 
Bishop Scott academy, a school conduct- 
ed under the direction of the Episcopal 
cliurch, committed suicide today by 
shooting himself with a revolver. His 
body was found sitting in a chair in one 
of the class rooms. 

Professor Schaeffer was 50 years of age. 
of scholarly attainments, and had been 
employed in the academy. for ten years. 
He had not been reemployed for the com- 
ing year, and it is supposed that he be- 
came despondent. He came here from 
Bethlehem, Va., and was for some time 
employed in the engineering department 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Company. 


MURDERED WIFE AND HIMSELF. 


Justice Was Maddened by a Suit for 
Divorce. 

Waverly, Tenn., May 19.—Today at 
their home, near this place. A. E. Jus- 
tice shot and killed his wife and then, 
ended his own life with the same re- 
volver. 

Mrs. Justice was a daughter of the late 
A. M. Waddell, a well known citizen of 
Louisville, Ky. When she married Jus- 
tice about three years ago, she was the 
whiow of John G. Lucas. After the | 
death of Lucas Justice was engaged as 
manager of the farm and later Mrs. 
Lucas and he were married. Recently 
Mrs. .Lucas brought suit for divorce, 
alleging among other things cruel treat- 
ment ahd drunkenness. 

Since, the sult was filed Lucas had 
been eatcluded from the home. Today 
he secreted himself in a chicken house, 
knowing his wife’s habit of going there 
to feed the chickens. When she ap: 
peared the tragedy occurred, there being 
no witnesses. 


No More Money Wanted. 

Washington, Muay 19.—Secretary Hay 
today received the following cablegram 
from United States Consul McAllister, at 
Barbadoes, dated today: 

“Sixteen hundred deaths at St. Vin- 
cent; 4,000 destitute. Immediate wants 
supplied. Aid needed for six months.”

“Fort de France, May 19.—Water barge 
not needed. Ashes and volcanic dust fali- 
ing thickly here.

FURLED TODAY 


Qld Glory Comes Down

Republic Rises, 


BELLS TOLLED REQUIEM 
FOR THE PATRIOT DEAD 


Last Day of American Occupation 
Devoted by General Wood To 
Clearing Up Official Bus- 
iness and Arranging for 
the Evacuation.

Havana, May 19.—Havana was awak- 
ened this morning by the ringing of in- 
mumerable bells, tolling a requiem for 
the patriot dead. Today was also the 
anniversary of the death of Jose Marti, 
the hero of Dos Rios and the father of 
the last revolution, who fell at the begin- 
ning of his people’s war for independ- 
ence. Marti’s death was commemorated 
today by masses celebrated in all the 
churches, and General Maximo Gomez 
paid a touching tribute to his memory 
in El Mundo, expressing regret that he 
could not have lived until tomorrow. 

Under the auspices of the city council, 
a crown of flowers was also deposited on 
Tosos de las Laurels, in Cabanas fortress, 
where the Cuban prisoners were shot 
General Gomez was sogenge at the cer- 
emony, 

General Wood’s Last mee. 

The last day of the American occup23- 
tion of Cuba was devoted by Governor 
General Wood and his staff to clearing 
their desks of afficial business and to 
arranging the final details of the evacua- 
tion tomorrow. The palace was fairly 
besieged all day by importunate persons 
appealing for some last favor before the 
curtain drops. There was also a con- 
Stant stream of callers to say a formai 
farewell, as the Spanish people are great 
sticklers in such matters. Major Dunn 
and Captain Carpenter, aides to Genera! 
Wood, were busy all day returning the 
Official visits of the officers of the war 
Ships in the harbor and members of the 
consular corps. 


A number of matters were settled dur- 
ing the day. Most important among 
these was the appointment of Dr. Carlos 
Findley as chief health officer or the 
island. His appointment is subject. to 
ratification by President-elect Palma. Dr, 
Findley first advanced the theory that 
yellow fever is spread by mosquitoes, 
the adoption of which has done so much 
to rid Cuba of the yellow scourge. 

The amount of government funds to be 
turned over to the Cuban republic will 
be $517,709 cash and $1,308,607 in bonds, 
against which the current liabilities are 
charged. 

The tributes paid by the Cubans today 
to their martyred dead, including the 
placing of wreaths of laurel on the wall 
near the Punta battery on the ocean 
front, before which a score of beardiesez 
Cuban cadets were executed by the Span- 
ish volunteers in 1870. This evening me- 
morial services for Jose Marti were held 
in all the political clubs here. 

The Poor Remembered. 

During the day there was a genera! 
distribution of charitable donations to the 
poor at the city hall. Bottles of wine 
and baskets of provisions were given to 
about 1,500 people, and the distribution 
afforded amusement to visiting Amert- 
cans. Many women appeared in car- 
riages to receive this charity, and after 
getting the provisions were driven home. 

A merchant in a street near the city 
hall, who in the excess of his good fee}- 
ing offered to give a peseta (about 20 
cents) to every one who wceuld come for 
it, was almost mobbed by the people 
who swarmed into his store. It was 
with great difficulty that the police 


cleared the street and rescued the mer- 
chant who made this offer. 


The number of visitors in Havana to- 
night is estimated at 15,000 and special 
trains will be run to the city tomorrow.

COR GAYNOR 
AM HEE 


They Have Succeeded in Trans- 
ferring Their Case from 
Montreal to Quebec, 


FUGITIVES BELIEVE 
QUEBEC IS FRIENDLY 


Attorney for the United States 
Fought Transfer, but Could Ac- 
complish Nothing—The Case 
Will Be Heard in Que- 
bec Today. 


Montreal, Quebec, May  19.—Colonel 
Gaynor and Captain Greene have won 
the first skirmish in the fight against 
extradition to the United States, and to- 
night the two men are in the old city of 
Quebec, where they belleve proceedings 
to force them to return to the United 
States to answer the charge of defraud- 
ing the United States government can 
be successfully fought. 

Tonight at 10 o'clock a spectal train 
On the Canadian Pacific arrived from 
Quebec with High Constable Gale and 
assistants on board, armed with a writ 
of habeas corpus. They got into a cad 
and drove to thg Montreal jail, to which 
institution Gaynor and Greene had been 
committed by Judge La Fontaine during 
the afternoon. The stay of the high 
constable was of very short duration. 
Evidently Governor Vallee and his guests 
awaited their coming, for in a short 
time Gale appeared, accompanied by 
yovernor Vallee and Gaynor and Greene. 
A quick drive was made to the Place 
Viger station and an hour after the ar- 
rival of the special train it departed with 
the much sought fugitives from the 
American courts on board. 

Case in Quebec Today. 

Half an hour later the regular train 
for Quebec departed, having on board 
Donald MacMaster and Chief Carpenter. 
They went to answer the writ of habeas 
corpus served on Carpenter. Incidentally 
Mr. MacMaster will use all his efforts 
to see that Governor Vallee returns his 
prisoners to the Montreal jail. The ques- 
tion as to whether he shall do so or not 
depends entirely upon the legality of the 
arrest. The case will come up In Quebec 
tomorrow. 

There was a warm argument today in 
the extradition court before Judge La- 
Fontaine when the Gaynor-Greene case 
was called. It began when the coungel 
for the accused compligned that yester- 
day they were unable to secure access to 
their clients, who were being confined in 
a private prison at the Windsor hotel. 
They therefore demanded that Gaynor 
and Greene be committed to the Montreal 
jail in charge of Governor Vallee, so that 
they could secure access to them, 

Donald MacMaster, K. C., strongly op- 
posed such a change, and openly accused 
Mr. Taschereau of making this demand 
to hide a plot to take the prisoners from 
the Montreal authoritfes and back to 
Quebec. He had been informed upon

Quebec Wanted. 

Quebec, May 19.—On receipt of the news 
that Judge La Fontaine, of Montreal, had 
remanded Messrs. Gaynor and Greene to 
the Montreal jail, writs of habeas corpus 
were issued calling upon the sheriff to 
produce the two prisoners in Quebec. A 
ppecial train was chartered and High Con- 
stable Gale and a number of provincial 
constables left at 5 o'clock for Montreal 
to serve papers and if possible to get pos- 
session of Greene and Gaynor.

FOR A NEW CATECHISM 


The Matter Is To Be Submitted to the 
Presbyteries for Approval or 
Disapproval — Rev. E. F. 
Hogue, of Virginia, 
Dismissed. 


Jackson, Miss., May 19.—The fourth day 
of the genera] assembly of the Presby- 
terian church in the United States was 
called to order by Moderator Hal. 
Prayer was offered by Mr. Robinson, of 
South Carolina. Several overtures were 
presented on the subject of graded les- 
sons. The report of the trustees of the 
Presbyterian college at Durant, Ind. T., 
showed a promising future for the insti- 
tution, but the immediate need of funds 
for the equipment of new bufidings was 
pressing. 

The report of Dr. McNeilly, a delegate 
from the synod, of Mexico, showed that 
it is composed of four presbyteries, 73 
churches, 5,00 communicants and 63 min- 
isters, The importance of enlarging and 
extending @his work. was urged. The 
salutation of the synod of Mexico was 
read and referred to the foreign mission 
committee, as was also the report of 
Fraternal Delegate Mora, after which 
special prayer was offered for the Mexi- 
can field by Dr. rown, of South Carolina. 

New Catechism Favored. 

Among the more important overtures 
filed with the secretary was one favoring 
a new catechism. This comes from a 
dozen different synods and was cham- 
pioned by Dr. Hemphill, of Louisville. 
Dr. Walden opposed the change and 
moved that the question of the new cate- 
chism be dismissed from future consid- 
eration. 

Tomorrow Dr. Z. B. Graves, of Louisi- 
ana, will appear before the assembly on 
appeal. He was suspended and his li- 
cense taken away by the Louisiana synod 
On numerous complaints. 

At the afternoon session the assembly 
resumed consideration of the report of 
the overture committee on the proposed 
new catechism, the question being on the 
motion of Dr. Walden to dismiss the 
whole matter. Dr. Lyons, of Clarksville, 
and Dr. Woods, of Memphis, favored a 
continuance of the committee, and on a 
yea and nay vote motion, to continue pre- 
vailed. It was finally decided on motion 
of Dr. Walden to submit the matter to 
the presbyteries for approval or disap-— 
proval. 

Matter of changing the boundary lines 
of Louisiana and Mississippi synods was 
continued till next year. Overture ask- 
ing for a revision of the confession of 
faith’ was reported on unfavorably and 
the report sustained, : 

The committee on overtures reported 
favorably on the overture from the South 
Carolina synod for a catechism on church 
history for the special benefit of -young 
people, The synods of Florida and Ala- 
bama made overtures for the transfer of 
the Florarla churcn presbytery of the 
east Alabama synod to the presbytery of 
Florida. : 

The committee recommended the grant- 
ing of the request of the overtures from 
the Georgia synod and Washburn presby- 
tery that the last Thursday in June be 
made a day of humillation, fasting and 
prayer, in view of the low state of piety 
in the jurisdiction. 

In the overture of the East Hanover 
presbytery the second Sabbath in Sep- 
tember was substituted for the third 
Thursday in February as the annual day 
of prayer for the youth. 

Rev. E. F. Hogue Dismissed. 

The trial of Rev. E. F. Hogue, of Vir- 
ginia, resulted in a verdict of guilty ahd 
he was dismissed witnmout censure. The 
Virginia synod had made repeated effortg 
to get Mr. Hogue out of his chafge, but 
he ignored their citations. The only 
charge was that he was unsatisfactory 
to the congregation and refused to re- 
sign. Mr. Hogue spoke in his own de- 
fense and Judge Hutton, of Virginia, 
prosecuted. The verdict was almost 
unanimous for dismissal. 

The case of Dr. Z. B. Graves, of Louits!- 
ana, set for tomorrow, was compromised 
and dismissed, Dr. E. Witherspoon Tep- 
resenting Mr. Graves, and Dr. W. McF. 
Alexander, representing the Louisiana 
synod, having signed a paper which was 
adopted by the assembly setting forth 
that Dr. Graves withdraws his complaint 
against the Louisiana synod and will en- 
ter the retreat for typse of unsound mind, 
where he will remain until cured, the as- 
sembly to pay him $50 per annum to pur- 
chase such delicacies as are needed. The 
synod of Louisiana its to restore him to 
the New Orleans presbytery on his resto- 
ration to mental soundness. 

The night session was devoted to the 
report of the committee on colored evan- 
gelization. Dr. Leivel, of Texas, read 
the report showing receipts a little over 
$7,000, disbursements about $9,000, the ex- 
cess made possible by the surplus from 
last year. 


CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIANS. 


Proposed To Publish the Confession 
in Choctaw Language. 
Springfield, Mo., May 19.—The general 
assembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church resumed its session today, the 
business session being preceded by devo- 
tional exercies, led by Rev. 8. R. Bond, 
of Oregon. A telegram of greeting from 
the general assembly of the colored Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church, in session 
at Newburn, Tenn., was read and an ap- 
peal for aid from the Reformed churches 

in Europe was received. 

The board of directors of the orphane’ 
home recommended that the enterprise 
be abandoned. The report will be con- 
sidered later. A proposition to publish a 
confession of faith in the Choctaw lan- 

ge was referred to the committee on 
publication. 

The temperance committee’s report, 
which was adopted, recommehds the con- 
tinuance of the quarterly Sunday school 
lesson on temperance and the organiza- 
tion of a permanent temperance commit- 
tee for the dissemination of information 
on the effects of intoxication on mina 
and body.

Only Two To Be Named--War 


Claim Debate Today--Minority 
Report Not Printed 


Dallas, Tex., May 19.—The _ eleventh 
day’s session and the beginning of the 
third week: of the Methodist Episcopal 
church conference began rather tamely 
and continued so to the end. Once oF 
twice there was a mild show of some- 
thing other than monotony, but it was 
of short duraTfion. The war claim mat- 
ter was adverted to once or twice, but 
those who are struggling for tharmony 
with the aid of Bishop Granberry, who 
presided, contrived to stop the speakers 
before dangeryus ground had been trod- 
den upon. . 

Once it looked like the new bishops 
would be elected at once. The majority 
report of the committee on episcopacy 
had, after a struggle, been adopted. It 
provides for the election of two new 
bishops. Tyhe matter was tabled, how- 
ever, and Thursday, May 22, at 10 a. m., 
was set as the time for election of the 
bishops. This, next to the war claim, 
is the most important question before 
the conference. 

War Claim Debate Today. 

Tomorrow the war claim takes pre- 
cedence over other business at 10 o’clock 
and the bitterst contest of. the confer- 
ence will doubtless ensue. 

When Bishop Granberry took t/he: chair 
this morning the roll of the committee 
was called for the purpose of hearing 
reports. The committee on “fraternal 
correspondence submitted resolutions 
commending the reports of the fraternal 
messengers. 

Rev. John Reeves, charged with im- 
morality, was exonerated by the com- 
mittee on appointments. 

The conference voted to take up the 
report on episcopacy. Three amend- 
ments were presented to the majority 
report..One was for the election of 
three instead of two bishops, one for 
the ‘election of one bishop and a third 
for no bishops at all. All the substitutes 
were voted down and the majority report 
calling for the election of two bishops 
was adopted. 

Bishop Hargrove requested permission 
to perform “a felicaté duty.” Witty 
great quiet all over the conference hall 
he read a paper asking to be relieved of 
further duties as a bishop. He spoke 
of his growing infirmity, his bad hear- 
ing. etc. It had been twenty years, he 
said, since he became a tshop and he 
thanked God that fhe had Ene conscious- 
ness of having done his duty. 

Fraternal Delegates Leave. 

The question of a union publishing 
house at Shanghai was referred to the 
committee on federation. Routine mat- 
ters pertaining to church discipline were 
considered for half an hour. Dr. San- 
ford, secretary of the National Federa- 
tion of Churches, was presented and 
made a brief speech of congratulation. 

Dr. James Cannon,, Jr., of Virginia, 
who submitted ‘the minority report on 
the war claim matter, arose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege. He denied 
that the minorfty report had been pre- 
pared ff] after the matter had been 
ecarefiilly considered. 

Dt. FO Take Wiseman, fraternal mes- 
senger from England, appeared to bid 
the conference -farewell. Dr. Wiseman 
made an-eloquent and feeling talk and 
was heartily applauded. Dr. . Brecken, 
of the Canadian church, also made a 
notable speech and Bishop Granberry 
replied cordially. Both the delegates are 
scholarly men and each made a splendid 
impression on the delegates. According 
to their own statements neither was 
ever more graciously treated than they 
have heen in Dallas. They spoke of the 
cordial relationship existing between all 
the English-speaking pennies and re- 
ceived close attention and hearty 
plause. Dr. Wiseman told a-~storv of 
two Scotch ministers in the highland 
dialect with all the btrogue of the heath- 
er. Its accent was its chief charm and 
it caused the conference to laugh 
heartily. 

Ghanges in Discipline. 

Then the catendar was reached and 
the report of the Sunday school commit- 
tee was read. It made several changes 
in the discipliae. The whele repdrt was 
adopted. 

A rather sharp discussion was begun 
juet before adjournment on the ques- 
tion of the resolution that the minority 
report of the publishing committee had 
not been printed according to the order 
of the conference. A reason was de- 
veloped that the publisher of the offi- 
cial organ feared a libel sult. 

The remainder of today's proceedings 
consisted of tame discussions over un- 
interesting reports. A point of order 
was made against further questions and 
at 1 o'clock the conference adjourned 
until 9 o’clock tomorrow.

Sharply Criticises Sermons 
of Black Preachers. 


SHEPHERDS LEADING FLOCKS 


STRAIGHT TO ETERNAL RUIN 


MacGonigle Says‘ Negro Preachers 
Stir Emotions of Hearers on 
Sunday and Set Evil Ex- 
amples . During the 
Week

New York, May 19:~Today marked the 
beginning of the-centennial celebration 
cf the Presbyterian home missions, 
which is being held in connection with 
the general assembly. Rev. Dr. Sam'iel 
A. Martin, president of Wilson college, 
Chambersburg, Pa... chairman of the 
standing committee on freedmen’s mis- 
sions, presented the thirty-seventh an- 
nua] report of the board of missions for 
freedmen. 

Rev. Dr. E.”P. Coean, corresponding 
sccretary and treasurer of the board for 
freedmen, said that the Fregbpyterian 
church would have to bestir itself and doa 
its share of the work among the freed- 
men if the day was to be ushered in 
when freedment could take their stand 
not only as political, but spirjtual equals 
of the whites. | 

Rev. John N. MacGonigle, of St. Au- 
gustine, Fla., also made an appeal for 
the freedmen’s missions. He commenced 
by saying that the negro wax not religi- 
ous by nature. He was gniy emotion:! 
and superstitious. The average colored 
preacher in the south, he said, was ig- 
norant. . ; | 

“They. play upon, the emotions of 
their: people on Sundays,’ he said, 
“by preaching about’ a paradise of 
laziness as a reward for the good, 
and a hell for the wicked. On week 
days they set examples which will 
lead those that follow them to eternal 
perdition.”’ aig ae 

Mr. MacGonigle said the best negro, 
ethically, in the south, was .the Roman 
Catholic or Presbyterian. He offered an 
amendment to the report of the standing 
committee, recommending that the cor- 
tributions of the church to the freed- 
men’s work be increased 50 per cent dur: 
ing the coming year. 

Rey. Levi J. Melton, a negro preacher 
of Charlotte N. C., next spoke. He made 
a plea for the work.among his race. 

The report of the freedmen’s board, 
with the Rev. Mr. MacGonigle’s amend- 
ment, was accepted and adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. R. A. McKinley, of 
Steubenville, Ohio, preser-ted the report 
of the board of education, whick* was 
edopted. 

At the night session at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church, Rev. Dr. H.C. 
McClelland, of Pittsburg, president of the 
board of freedmen’s missions, presided. 
On the platform with “-him were severai 
ministers. Rev. ‘David Kennedy, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church of Al- 
leghany, spoke in behalf of the negro 
cause in the south. The speaker said 
last year the Presbyterfan church spent 
but $165,000 in an effort to better the con- 
dition of the colored race. He said that 
prejudice did more to hinder the cause 
than anything else, one class holding 
that negroes are a co-ordinate race, while 
others hold that the design of providence 
is that the negro is an enfeebled race, 

‘We should forego these prejudices,’ 
he said. ‘‘Let Christ work out that ques- 
tion, and show whether or not they ar) 
a coordinate race.”’ 

Rev. Clarence Diller, a colored Pres- 
byterian clergyman, of Goldsboro, N. C., 
made an impassioned address in behalf 
of hig race. He said that in 1619 there 
were but twenty colored men in this 
country. ; 

“Since then.’’ said he, 
faitful’ and obedient under the ircum- 
stances that confronted us. We have 
been faithful in all your wars and at 
San Juan hill we were among the rough 
riders and probably saved the life of our 
beloved president in that famous charge. 

“Forty-four years ago I was a slave 
then; now I am a Presbyterian minister 
@tanding in a Fifth avenue church. We 
are eight and one-half million strong. 
We are strong in numbers and we are 
here to stay.” 

He said in conclusipn that the Presby- 
terlan church is doing more for the col- 
ored race than all others combined.

OPPOSED BY THE LEADERS 


But the Georgian Was Able To Over- 
ride the Decision Made by 
the Chair.

Washington May 19.—(Special.)—After 
an exciting fight which took up most of 
the afternoon, the advocates of the prop- 
osition to build battle ships in govern- 
ment navy yards, under the able leader- 
Ship of Representative Carter Tate, of 
Georgia, gained a distinct victory. When 
the amendment was offered, providing 
that three of the six new battle ships 
should be built in the government yards, 
it was declared out of o’der. 

Representative Tate was quick on his 
feet to appeal from the decision, with 
the result that the chair was reversed 
by a vote of 84 to 109. 

After several tults with Chairman Can- 
non, of the appropriations committee, 
and Chairman Post, of the naval com- 
mittee, both of whom vigorously opposed 
the amendment and endeavored to pro- 
long the debate until tomorzow, in the 
hope of whipping the republicans into 
line. Representative Tate succeeded in 
forcing a vote, and the amendment .was 
adopted, the democrats voting wholy with 
the Georgia representative. 

Under a suspension of the rules, the 
bill for eight-hour work on all govern- 
ment contracts was passed. 

During the discussion of the Roberts 
amendment to build ships in government 
yards, Mr. Foss said that past experience 
had proved that it cost 5 per cent more 
ta build ships in government yards than 
in private yards, and cited the Texas and 
the Maine. Admiral Bowles had said that 
if he was permitted to make 
the conditions he would build 
ships as cheaply in government 
yards as under prnvate contracts. 
but he would make the hours of labor the 
same as in private yards; he would wipe 
out the leaves of absence; would pay the 
laborers in the navy yards by the piece, 
and would wipe out al) holidays for 
which they are paid. 

Mr. Dayton said the amendment would 
not be in the interests of the laboring 
men, because there was a limit placed on 
the number of men that navy yards 
could employ. It would extend the work 
over many years; and -the .select’ féw 
would have labor. continuously, 
would otherwise go to the workmen in 


, the private yards. 


Mr. Roberts referred to what he term- 
ed the pathetic plea of Mr. Dayton for 
the laboring man, and said that when a 
delegation appeared before the commit- 
tee thiy made no plea for work in pri- 
vate yards. % * 

An amendmert by Mr. Dayton, of 
West Virginia, was agreed to, changing 
the name cadet to midshipman.

Washington, May 19.—George R. Mosle, 
a sugar broker, testified before the com- 
mittee on relations with Cuba today that 
Mr. Havemeyer was not interested in 
certain plantations in Cuba as had been 
alleged. He said there was about 450,000 
tons of sugar stored in Cuba now. He 
could not say that any firm in Cuba had 
suspended operation.

John Farr, a sugar dealer, contradicted 
statements made by Mr. Leavitt as to the 
countervailing duty, saying Cuba got all 
the benefit of it, as did other sugar 
producing countries.

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JUDGE GRIGGS 


_ WANTS FUSION 


He Wants To Bring Demo- 
crats and Populists To- 
‘gether in West. 


COMPLICATIONS PRESENTED | 
| BY SITUATION IN KANSAS 


Republicans Have Passed Law In- 
tended To Prevent Fusion, but 
Griggs Thinks Measure Can 
Be Dodged—Griggs Goes 
~~ to Chicago.

Washington, May 19.—(Special.)—Judge 
Jim Griggs, chairman of the democratic 
campaign committee, has been called to 
Chicago, where he goes to confer with 
former Congressman Cable, whom he has 
designated as chairman of the executive 
committee. It is Judge Griggs’ intention 
to have the executive committee pay 
especial attention to the conduct of the 
campaign in the western states and while 
he is in Chicago arrangements will be 
completed for headquarters in that city. 
From Chicago Judge Griggs will go to 
Kansas City and later to Wichita, Kans. 
An important convention of democrats 
and populists will be held at Wichita on 
the 22d. 

Judge Griggs and the members Qf his 
committee have strongly urged the demvo- 
crats of Kansas to meet the populists on 
any fair basis for fusion in order that 
the best possible results may be secured 
in the fight for congressmen from that 
state. Some new complications are pre- 
sented by the situation in Kansas. Here- 
tofore when the democrats and populists 
have acted in unison it has been through 
an arrangement under which one candi- 
date would be voted for on both the 
democratic and populist tickets. In this 
way each party was able to maintain 
its organization and at the same time 
there was practical fusion. The repub- 
lican legislature at its last session passed 
a law prohibiting the placing of a can- 
didate’s name upon two different tickets. 
This necessitates a complete agreement 
before the election, which will probably 
be securéd through a division of the 
offices between the two parties and the 
putting out of a single ticket. 

The situation is a delicate one and will 
require diplomatic handling in order to 
smooth over the friction resulting from 
the personal ambitions of would-be can- 
didates. Judge Griggs believes that com- 
plete fusion can be accomplished. 


BARTLETT WORKS FOR MIX. 


Urges President To Recall Veto. 
Georgians in Washington. 

Washington, May 1&—(Special.)—Repre- 
sentative Bartlett called at the white 
house this morning to urge the president 
to recall his veto of the bill for the relief 
of Harry C. Mix, bondman for A. F. 
Holt, postmaster at Valdosta, who be- 
came a defaulter to the United States 
government. In the conversation between 
the president and Mr. Bartlett it was 
urged that there must be some exten- 
uating circumstances in behalf of Mr. 
Mix. The @resident was not disposed 
to recal] his veto. He said he would 
have no objectiong to Mr. Bartlett con- 
sulting with Attorney General Knox as 
to the propriety of introducing another 
bill for the relief of Mr. Mix, drawn on 
a somewhat different line. Mr. Bartlett 
says he hopes to be able to convince the 
attorney general that a bill can be 
drawn which will relieve Mr. Mix and 
at the same time not c@nflict with the 
president's reasons for vetoing the orig- 
inal bill.

“This shooting,’’ he proceedca, ‘“‘brought 
the people te their ddocrs and among 
those who came out was an old m:n, 
who was shot in the abdcmen and after- 
vards died, Later while the firing was in 
progress two other old men, between the 
ages 50 and 70 1 should say, came out to- 
ward us, hand in hand anc bearing a 
white flag. Both were shot down and the 
sergeant reported to Captain McDonald 
that He had killed two more ‘niggerss.’ 
Another case was that of a woman and 
two children, one in her arms, who were 
killed and then burned up in _ their 
house.”’ 

Burning of Woman and Babes. 

Answering questions as to fhe burning 
of a woman and two children, he said the 
woman was in a bamboo shack and ap- 
peared at the door or the window. No 
effort was made to rescue her, but if 
would have been impossible, although she 
came to the door while the shack was 
burning. 

In answer to Benator McComas, he 
said that his company occasionally took 
prisoners that were not killed. He had 
geen many prisoners held by other com- 
mands and they were all being treated 
kindly and were not being shot or killed. 
He admitted that the’ killing of prison- 
ers was not general. The kiling of pris- 
oners was a matter ‘‘that lay with the 
officers.”’ 

Further questions brought out the fact 
that O’Brien had not been on good terms 
.~ with Captain McDonald. This was due, 
he said, to the fact that McDonald had 
failed to issue the rations due to his 
men. He believed, though he had no 
proof, that the officers had sold the ra- 
tions which should have been issued to 
the men. He said that they had meat 
only twice a week and bread only twice 
during the entire eighteen months of, his 
stay in the Philippines. 

Price on Captain’s Head. 


He went on to say that there was a 
price on the captain's head offered by 
the insurgents because of the officer's 
cruelties. Witness had seen him strike 
a Filipino prisoner over the head with 
@ revolver and said that the water cure 
was administered to the game prisoner 
after he had taken the oath of allegiance. 

Answering Senator Dietrich, he said 
his command usually treated the Fili- 
pinos kindly. He said his captain was 
known as a ‘“‘nigger hater. He (O’Brien) 
had never received orders from his cap- 
tain to kill prisoners. 

Replying to Senator Patterson, he said 
explosive bullets did not have the gov- 
ernment stamp upon them.

London, May %—The correspondent 
of The Daily Chronicle at Buda Pest re- 
ports the frustration of a plot against 
the life of Emperor Francis Joseph.

In 
the final inspection of the imperial train 
in the terminus of the state railroad at 
Vienna, made ten minutes. before his 
majesty’s arrival there, a bomb coverod 
with paper was found in the emperor's 
compartment. It was evidently calculat- 
ed that this bomh, would explode the mo- 
ment his majesty entered the car. An 1n- 
vestigation: of the matter led to the dis- 
missal of several railroad employees, 
The greatest secrecy concerning this plot 
has been observed, corcludes the corre- 
spondent, and the emperor forbade the 
rewspapers of Vienna to mention the 
affair. 


Plot Against Alfonso. 

Madrid, May 19.—The police here are 
extremely reticent regarding the dis- 
covery of the anarchist plot. Several of 
the papers now question whether the ar- 
rested men really entertained the inten- 


ticn attributed to them. It is said that 
the authorities, on getting an inkling of 
the purchaser of dynamite, ordered in- 
quiries made concerning each purchaser 
and the existence of the ccnspiracy is 
thought. to have been confirmed.

Lopez and 
Suarez were again confronted today with 
a result similar to that of yesterday, 
when Lopez declared that Suarez gave 
brim the dynamite cartridges found in his 
possession and told him to throw them 
as the roval coach passed through the 
Carerra San Geronimo. The case is in 
the hands of a prudent magistrate, who, 
it is believed, can be depended upon not 
to givo exaggerated importance to ths 
affair.

WHITE BOY 


FOUND DRUNK ON STREETS 


Ten years ol4 and beastly drunk is tne 
pitiful story of Lee Gentle, a small white 
boy, who was taken to the police bar- 
racks last night, so under the influence 
of liquor that he could hardly hold up 
his head. : 

Lee is a well known character at police 
barracks, where he has appeared many 
times before charged with numerous dif- 
ferent offenses. However, never before 
has he been found drunk, and it is thought 
at the barracks that he is the youngest 
“drunk” ‘ever recorded on the city docket. 

The boy was found’on the Whitehall 
street viaduct about 10:30 o’cleck last 
night by Officer Coogier, and as the trou- 
ble with him was all too apparant tnere 
was nothing for the officer to do but to 
send: him to police headquarters. 

When questioned as to where he got his 
whisky, Lee resolutely refused, saying: 
“T am not going to tell on anybody.” It 
seems that whoever it was that gave 
him the whisky did so with a full knowl- 
edge of the crime he was committing and 
cautioned the child whom he was cor- 
rupting not to give him away.

Sometimes a 
woman who was once the center of a hap- 
Py home is brought in by the officers, her 
bleared eyes and distorted features a ter- 
rible proof of the degrading power of sin. 
Those scenes are sad enowgh to affect 
the hearts of the most callous, but they 
are not to be compared to the sight of a 
10-year-old boy, reeling drunk, the very 
childishness of his face overcast by the 
early signs of debauch and rutailty. 

The case of young Gentle was much dls- 
cussed among the officers last night and 
much sympathy was expressed for the 
young outcast who has begun to taste 
the dregs of life’s sin and sorrow even 
before he has Known the fullness of child- 
hood joys. 

Gentle will be brought before Recorder 
Broyles this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock to 
answer to the charge of drunkenness on 
the streets entered against him. It is pos- 
sible that Recorder Broyles will order 
him sent to the reformatory.

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The First Ripe Carbuncle. 

The all too apparent confidence of 
the beef trust in the outcome of the 
legal fight inaugurated against it by 
the national authorities proves that 
as yet the president has not struck at 
the vital point of its existence. In a 
long course of court proceedings, with 
the ablest counsel that money can se- 
cure to defend its interests, the trust 
expects to weary the public indigna- 
tion and baffle the public authorities. 

But this trust is the most despisable 
of all those that have come to the sur- 
face of the body politic since the virus 
of monopoly got into the: legislative 
blood of the nation. It lays hold upon 
the victuals supply of the families of 
the entire country three times a day 
and robs the roast of the rich and the 
platter of the poor with equal im- 
partiality and rapacity. It reduces the 
sustenance of the wage-earning father, 
saps the system of the nursing moth- 
er and spoils the life-giving nourish- 
ment of the babe at the breast. A 
more heartless and greedy combine of 
wealth to deplete seventy-odd millions 
of people has never before been in- 
vented by avaricious ingenuity. since 
the world began. 

This, however, is the first carbuncle 
of tariff rascality that has gotten real 
ripe for legislative lancing. The peo 
ple are growing more angered by its 
exactions with every rising sun and 
each new morning visit to the market. 
They are of one accord that the com- 
bine must be destroyed and are rest- 
less because they see that the only 
measures being taken by the authori- 
ties for their relief are half-hearted 
and half-way—a parade and a promise 
that are slow as the sloth and barren 
as a bubble. They are like a street 
whirlwind, full of dust and dance, but 
void of aim and power. 

The veriest tyro in political informa- 
tion knows that the life of the trust 
lies in the meat taxes, sneakingly 
grafted into the Dingley act on the 
plea of benefiting the American cat- 
tle raiser. 
from one leaves nothing teaches every 
sane citizen that the repeal of those 
taxes will take away the spinal cord 
of the beef trust and leave it exploded 
and harmless as an engine of oppres- 
sion. The president is no fool. He 
does not need to be stood against a 
wall and to have that simple fact 
pounded into the comprehension cell 
of his cranium. And the fact that he 
studiously and stubbornly refuses to 
strike at the meat taxes by demanding 
that congress shall strike them out is 
evidence enougl that he is not really 
intending to kill the trust and deliver 
the people from its slaughter-house 
methods. 

The remedy, then, is apparent. It 
lies in the overthrow of the republican 
party and the restoration to power of 
the democracy pledged to repeal every 
tax that is the root or réfuge of a 
trust.

banks and 297 private banks under 
In Georgia we 
had an increase of ten national banks 
and thirty-nine other banks. Texas 
heads the procession with eighty-four 
new national banks and thirty-four of 
the state character. are

long felt wants, undoubtedly, for cap- 
ital tg always shrewd and conserva- 
tive. It would not go through the 
proceedings and expenses necessary 
to comply with the banking laws if 
there were not a surety that the field 
was plentiful with patrons and  prom- 
ising of profits. They are great help- 
ers to the agricyltural and industrial 
enterprises of the localities in which 
they are situated and will greatly 
stimulate the practice of saving money 
by the people. 

The indications are that 1902 will 


many new banks as those which began 
business in 1901, and that means that 
the prosperity of this section is on the

Pioneering for Olney. 

A large number of influential east- 
ern democrats have had a meeting in 
Boston and organized the New Eng- 
land Democratic League. It is plain- 
ly stated that this is the initial step 
in a movement to present Hon. Rich- 
ard Olney, of Boston, as a capdidate 
for the democratic presidential nomi- 
nation in 1904. 

It is, to say the least of it, gratify- 
ing and encouraging to find the east- 
ern democrats plucking up such ad- 
venturous courage and preparing to 
make such a head-on campaign for 
party recognition and success. It is 
not s0 many years ago that there was 
@ very rampant and militant democ- 
racy in the east. They were able to 
elect a fusion governor in Maine, to 
put a democratic sig g Sis 180 in 
congress from New ampshire, to 
elect Russell several times, and even 
Ben Butler once, as governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, to keep a large representa- 
tion of democrats from that state in 
congress and to keep the republicans 
of Connecticut down to their knitting 
to prevent democratic victories of the 
English-Eaton sort. 

Since 1896, however, eastern demo- 
crats have been conspicuous princli- 
pally for their unreliability as parti- 
sans, and too many of them went over 
the fence into the republican camp. 
Their action in the two last presi- 
dential campaigns have not endeared 
them to the great masses of fhe de- 
mocracy. 

Mr. Olney is a gentleman for whom 
the democrats of the nation have a 
large respect. As secretary of state in 
the second Cleveland administration 
he exhibited great abilities of the 
Statesmanship order. In the cam- 
paign of 190u he threw his influence 
and gave service to the party candi- 
date and platform without reserve. 

However, a condition precedent to 
his presentation for that office by the 
New England Democratic League will 
be strong evidence on their part that 
they are democrats of the true blue 
stripe, and that they mean to toe the 
mark in any event of the party’s ac- 
tion. They can best do this by taking 
hold like Turks of the congressional 
campaigns in New England this sum- 
mer and making every republican in 
that region bite the dust of defeat or 
win his race with every tendon 
stretched to its limit! Then the na- 
tional democracy will know that they 
mean business and are entitled to be 
heard upon their larger claims. 


Nevertheless, Cotton Is King. 

Just so long as we common folk have 
to go clothed in the habiliments de- 
creed by law and custom, and are too 
poor to indulge in Scotch tweeds, 
West of England cloths and Lyons 
silks, cotton is bound to be a ruler of 
no mean power in the land. The rapid 
increase of cotton mills in the south 
also indicates that the old monarch is 
setting up his throne substantially and 
permanently on his native heath. 
More and more every year the south 
is developing into the arena of a 
practical monopoly of cotton growing 
and ¥manufactures. 

Of course, we hear alleged experts 
discoursing learnedly about climatic 
and other peculiar local conditions for 
the manufacture of this, that and the 
other sort of cotton fabrics, but sci- 
ence sets all such fol-de-rol out of the 
equation and invents conditions and 
processes that make Mother Nature 
sometimes loa@k like thirty cents!’ 
Indeed, it is being demonstrated al- 
most daily in the southern mills that 
anything of which cotton is a compo- 
nent can be made in this region quite 
as easily and far cheaper than in Fall 
River, Lawren@e or Nashua! To the 
}horse marines with your meteorolog- 
ical conditions! 

Realize the fact that three-fourths 
of all the raw cotton produced in the 
world is raised within the boundaries 
of ten southern states! Figure the fact 
that often the value of our annual crop 
exceeds that of the wheat or the corn 
crops of the entire union! Remember 
that there is not raised on the face of 
the earth a finer cotton than our sea 
island staple, and that the cottons of 
all India are inferior to our upland 
product! And of our annual crop the 
south now retains more than a mil- 
lion bales for its own mill#—or three 
times more than we used ten years 
ago. Nearly one-half of the crop is 
consumed in the United States. 

What does the future promise? That 
the markets of the world are sure to 
be largely occupied by American prod- 
ucts and in cotton goods there is every 
actual reason whiy American goods 
should take those markets from Brit- 
ish goods, made from our cottons, as 
our goods are now doing in China. 
That country now takes nearly half 
the cotton goods we export. Most of 
those are southern made goods. 

The end is inevitable. With right 
policies in the south we can in less 
than two decades to come monopolize 
the cotton trade of the nation and 
half the globe. We can compel the 
mills of the east to come to the south, 
or we can put them out of business. 
Manufacturing on the spot the cotton 
from the nearby fields, at cost that 
no other sectiog. or country can dt- 
plicate, the south will be able to go 
into any market open to competition 


witness tie creation of almost as

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and capture the cotton goods trade 
with scarcely a show of opposition. 

King Cotton is not off his perch by 
long odds and his kingdom is from 
the south to the uttermost rim of the 
earth! 
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An Unfounded German Criticism. 

Mr. Carnegie’s recent colossal gift 
of $10,000,000 for the establishment of 
& great national university at the seat 
of government in Washington, D. C., 
has called forth a very emphatic note 
of criticism from an unexpected quar- 
ter, the censor in question being no 
less an august personage than Dr. 
Kekule von Stradonitz, rector of the 
University of Berlin. 

Discussing this latest phase of the 
steel magnate’s philanthropy the em- 
inent educator in an interview given 
the Barlin correspondent of The Chi- 
cago Tribune took the position that 
the gift was not only entirely out of 
keeping with Mr. Carnegie’s former 
benefactions, but in his opinion was 
opposed to the best interests of the 
masses whom-it was intended to 
serve; and that the duty of the hour 
in America no less than in Germany 
was to guard against the danger of fos- 
tering higher education at the sacri- 
fice of practical intelligence and the 
development of the native spirit. 

Dr. von Stradonitz wholly misunder- 
stands the scope of the proposed insti- 
tution, which is_not in the nature of 
a university such as the great German 
institution over which he presides, but 
one created chiefly for the purpose of 
encouraging scientific and philosophic- 
al investigations and for promoting 
the highest welfare of the race. But 
apart from any protest which the dis- 
tinguished German educator may see 
fit to make against the trend of high- 
er education in this country most 
thoughtful Americans will insist that 
the duty of the hour is to build up 
well-equipped and handsomely endow- 
ed higher institutions of learning for 
the training of those who are to lead 
in the great enterprises of progress, 
as well as to provide the best common 
school facilities for those who are to 
follow, 

Technological schools, though of 
paramount importance, will not in 
themselves suffice to meet the de- 
mands of higher education, even in 
this practical age of industrial rivalry, 
and we must have well equipped lit- 
erary institutions as well. 
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While General Herace Porter js at 
Lome on his vacation we doubt not a 
good dinner would operate to extract 
from him oné@ of those famous speeches 
ood which he was erst an unfailing foun- 
tain.

GUERRY DECLARES FALSE 
CHARGES OF LOBBYISM 


ACON, Ga., May 19.—Editor Con- 
M stitution: While Mr. Warner Hill 

declines my qhallenge to him for 
joint débate and thus refuses to meet 
me face to face before the people of 
Georgia to make his untrue and absurd 
charges on the subject of lobbyism, I 
see that he continues to badger me in his 
safe retreat, as appears in his letter 
published in The Constitution of Yester- 
day and I beg leave now through your 
courtesy to briefly reply te that com- 
munication. 

Mr. Hill notes the fact tjhat he had 
made this charge before and I had not 
answered it. The truth is, that in his 
former communication he most viciously 
and falsely accused my friend and part- 
ner, Mr. Hall, of this crime and sought 
to involve me in it indirectly, and Mr. 
Hall has since then most emphatically 
denied and refuted the charge and in- 
sinuation as to both of us, 

It must be obvious that this attack 
of Mr. Hil! is not only personal but 
that it proceeds from personal animosity, 
though the public may not be advised 
as to the history out of which this anit- 
mosity has grown. At this particular 
time thhere were some controversies be- 
tween Mr. Sparks and Mr. Hill, in which 
the latter must have felt humiliated, 
and he seems now to remember his 
grievances against Mr. Hall and my- 
self, although my connection with the 
entire matter was absolutely nominal. 

But let us look at this reiterated 
charge of lobbyism against myself and 
let us look at the evidence quoted in 
Mr. Hill’s letter upon which the charge 
It consists of statements from 
a petition filed by Guerry, Gustin & 
Hall for fees for services rendered the 
Georgia Southern and Mr. W. B. Sparks 
as receiver thereof, in relation to the 
closing of a public alley in the city of 
Macon for the benefit of the company. 

The particular portion of the petition 
relied on by Mr. Hill is in the following 
words: 

“Petitioners show that these properties 
could not have been used for the pur- 
poses mentioned without securing in 
some way the right to close and appro- 
priate said alley; that they found great 
difficulty in procuring the passage of 
said bill; that the same was practically 
defeated several times, but pefitioners 
succeeded by persfsting in their efforts 
to explain the necessity and show the 
justice of said bill; your petitioners us- 
ing no other services in said matter ex- 
cept arguments and facts intended to 
reach tyhe reason of the legislators.”’ 

Thereupon Mr. Hill has this to say: 

“It is true that by way sof apology 
and explanation he (Guerry) says in 
conclusion that he used fio_ services 
other than appeals to reason and to 
bring about the change of mind in the 
general assembly and out of the dust 
of defeat to snatch the flower of vic- 
tory, but the public will place its own 
estimate upon the value of this excul- 
patory apolégy made in advafite of any 
suggestion that unseemly means had 
been used to accomplish this end. 

“His conduct must have at least look- 
ed to him as being suspiciously repre- 
hensible; otherwise he had ‘not deemed 
it necessary to explain in advance.’’ 

What a strange argument téhhis is for 
a Christian gentleman to make! These 
things which he cites are from a péeti- 
tion addressed to the court and made a 
part of the record thereof. In this ques- 
tion of fees hundreds of creditors were 
interested and the conscience of the 
chancellor was involved. If any ‘tobby- 
ism had been resorted to it is plain law 
that the compensation for services ‘so 
rendered. could not have been recovefed 
and the court in. awarding fees for such 
services would have violated both law 
and decency. 

In such a case any creditor or any 
attorney of a creditor interegted coy 
have prevented a recovery of these fees 
or any part thereof. If my firm had 
been guilty of lobbyism and whad been 
seeking to recovef? on accougt of such 
services, the firm certainly would have 
said nothing upon that subject or raised 
by any suggestion whatever any ques-~- 
tion upon that subject. The crime would 
have been secreted instead of published. 
and yet we saw fit in our petition to 
state what was the truth, that in pre- 
senting and urging this matter upon the 
general assembly, we did so within the 
clear limits of our professional! privileges, 
not only to show our right, of recovery 
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but to show that in going before the 
legislature we had not done as others 
were doing to soma extent even in those 
days. 

Personally I did not act in this matter, 
but Mr. Hill and the public as far as they 
may see fit may hold me responsible for 
my share or for all of it. 

Let me say right here and now, that, 
while I have been before the legislature 
on several occasions, I have never in a 
Single instance been guilty of a solitary 
or a single act of lobbyism, and 
that any accusation or inSinuatich con- 
trary to this assertion is a groundless 
fabrication; and I now challeng& Mr. 
Warner Hill and .the rest of mankind to 
name such a Word or such an act on my 
part. I do not wish to’go any further 
than is clearly justified in what I have 
to say in reply to Mr. Hill, but as Mr. 
Hill is a lawyer as well as a man of 
some information and intelligence, I 
know that he knows that this charge of 
lobbyism against me is utterly false. He 
is undertaking to mislead the people. of 
Georgia upon this’ subject. In other 
words, instead of showing that my 
charges of lobbyism in which both money 
and liquor are corruptly employed are 
untrue, he is seeking to divert attention 
from these charges by prefwrring charges 
of lobbyism against me, when he knows 
that these charges are false. 

Now, what I have been describing as 
lobbyism is such lobbyism as is in plain 
violation of the law on that subject ag 
above indicated, which lobbyism neither 
Mr. HMl nor any other decent man in 
Georgia who is at all informed denies to 
exist and to have existed for some years. 
When I first made this charge publicly 
I wrote to The Atlanta Daily News, on 
the 28th day of August last, and made 
this éxplanatiory 

‘“‘Let me say further on the subject of 
lobbyism, that I do not mean to include 
in this charge the many professional gen- 
tlemen or other gentlemen who appear 
epenly before commiittees in behalf of 
themselves or others during the sessions 
of the legislature, but I do mean to in- 
clude those who during the _ sessions 
thereof personally solicit by private in- 
terview or letter or megsage or other 
means and appliances not addressed sole- 
ly to the judgment, jo favor or oppose, 
or ta vote for or against any bill, resolu- 
tion, report cr claim, pending or to be 
introduced in either branch of the legis- 
lature, of a member of the general as- 
sembly of this state, and who misrepre- 
sents the nature of their interest in the 
matter to such member, and who are em- 
ployed for a consideration by any person 
or corporation interested in the passage 
of such bill, resolution, report or claim, 
for the purpose of securing the passage 
or defeat thereof. And I mean to include, 
as included in the above, the notorious 
issuing and distribution of week-end fres 
railroad passes to members of the general 
assembly in the capitol during the pend- 
ency of measures in which: those who 
issue and distribute the passes are inter- 
ested.”’ 

Here ‘I have described lobbyism both 
legal and motal, and I challenge Mr, 
Hill to speci® the occasion, the facts 
and circumstances, if he can do so, gn 
which I have been guilty. 

He continues to complain that I do not 
name those who afte guilty, and I have 
told him where to find them, namely, 
within his own political ranks. If eitir 
one of these men was a candidate for 
governor, and_I should see fit to make the 
charge against him, I would specify as I 
now require Mr. Hill to do in my case, 
for then. that man as such candidate 
would be on trial before the public and 
would be entitled to such specificationg 

I do not name any of these men; I do 
not put any of them on trial, and, so far 
as I know, none of them are demanding 
spec’ fications.- If they will make the dé< 
mand I will comply with the same. f 
am denouncing the evil 6? lobbyism, and 
am seeking to destroy it as far as possi- 
ble in Georgia. That those guilty of 
lobbyism are thus indirectly attacked is 
an unavoidable result. These who are 
thus guilty are indefensible; those who 
are not gullty need no defense. The causa 
of which class is it that Mr. Hill is so 
feelingly defending? 

Going back to the petition from which 
Mr. Hjll quotes, I will simply say in 
conclusion that pone of the numerous 
parties to the cause denied the. allega- 
tions as to the nature of our services 
before the legislature, and that the court 
affirmed the truth thereof by awarding us 
fees as prayed, Ycurs truly,

COUNCILMAN WITHDRAWS 
ART OF FORMER CHARGE 


Gays His Original Attack Was on the 
Board and Not Intended as an 
r Assault Upon the Character ' 
of the Chairman or Any 
Other Member. 


he relations existing between council 
and the board of police commissioners 
Wag strained to such an extent yester- 
day afternoon, during the meeting of the 
city council, that the breaking point was 
almost reached. 

Councilman James L. Key, of the sixth 
ward, made a warm reply to Captain 
James W. English’s remarks, delivered at 


the last regular session of the police j 


board, in which the chairman of the 
board characterized as “absolutely 
false’ certain statements that the coun- 
cilman from the sixth had made relative 
to the board. While Mr. Key was speak- 
ing Councilman E. C. Kontz, of the sixth 
ward, interposed objection, claiming that 
Mr. Key was making a personal attack 
upon a member of a city board and that 
the council chamber was no place in 
which to take such action. g 

Following Mr. Key’s speech, Council- 
man Malvern Hill, of the seventh ward, 
introduced a resolution requesting any 
member of council or citizen to prefer 
charges against any member of the po- 
lice board who might be guilty of con- 
duct in violation of city ordinances or of 
his oath of office. Objecticn was made to 
this resolution and it was laid upon the 
table by a vote of 18 to 5. 


Councilman Key Speaks. 

Council had only been in session a short 
time when Councilman Key arose to a 
question of personal privilege. He began 
by stating that he was not a reformer 
and had always, fn his own life, adhered 
to broad and iiberal notions. He declared 
he was not a politician ard during the 
time he had been in council. he said, he 
had been free and outspoken. He said he 
had always tried to serve the public to 
the best of his ability and without selfish 
or ulterior motives. Mr. - Key sald he 
loved truth for truth’s sake, and loved 
honesty and fair dealings, and above all. 
he despised hyprocrisy. 

“As a member of this body,” he as- 
serted, “I will crack the head of abuse 
wherever it shows itself. It seems that 
some of the city departments are not 
free from voleanic disturbances and I be- 
lieve an eruption occurred recently in the 
rolice board meeting. The chairman of 
that body hzs emitted mud and slime 
aimed at me and I feel in dutv bound io 
speak of the matter at this time.”’ 

Mr. Key then read a clipping from a 
raper reporting the meeting of the po- 
lice board a short while ago, in which 
Captain English asserted. that Mr. Key's 
reported declaration that the police board 
was “Acterred by politics from perform- 
ing its duty and patronage keeps it the 
stinkhole and hogwallow of politics” was 
“absolutely false.’ 

When Mr. Key read that portion of the 
article quoting Captain English as sav- 
ing, ‘I don’t care to say just now where 
the shoe pinches but there seems to be a 
desire on the part of some people to see 
a wide-open town es they call it, in At- 
lanta,’’ the councilman from the sixth 
said: ® 

“For myself, I regret that the com- 
missioner did not see fit to tell more that 
he knew on the subject. I know of no 
movement looking to a wide-cpen town, 
but if there is such a movement on foot, 
I feel sure the distinguished commis- 
sioner would be one of the tirst to hear 
of it. He is possibly well able to run a 
town wide open and knows better how 
tc make something for himself out of a 
wide-open town.” 


Kontz Raises Point. 

He said the whole thing ‘‘was an effort 
on the part of the gentleman to entrench 
himself behind a moral question borrow- 
ed for the occasion.” At this point 
Councilman Kontz arose to a-point of or- 
der. He declared that Mr. Key was not 
confining his remarks to the question. Ha 
declared the councilman from the sixth 
was making an attack upon an officer of 
the city and he thought the council 
chamber was no place in which to bring 
personalities. Mayor Pro Tein. Johnson 
gaid he could not sustain the point. as 
Mr. Key had arisen to a question of high 
personal privilege and had been granted 
the floor. 

Mr. Key declared that the commis- 
sioner had hurled the charge at him and 
he returned it with added interest. He 
said he had made a charge against the 
board-and not against an individual and 
that he did not contemplate making an 
attack on the character of Cartain Eng- 
lish or any member of the police board. 
He said he had characterized the board 
as the “stinkhole and hogwallow of poli- 
tics in Atlanta,”’ but, said he, as far as 
the chairman of the board was concerned 
he was willing to withdraw that part of 
his charge. 

As to the other charges that there was 
factional politics and patronage in the 
board, he would not withdraw. He said 
he would be able to substantiate the 
charge of factional politics, as, he as- 
serted, it was generally known that such 
existed... He then went on to say that 
Captain English stated he had been a 
member of the board since 1877. 

“And why was he retained on the board 
for that time? Was it bevause he Its the 
only man in Atlanta who !s capable of 
holding the office?’ said he. “I have no 
idea that any one will contend that such 
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TO ENGLISH 
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is the case. Was it because the trust 
was thrust upon him? The begging let- 
ters he sent to members of council se@®- 
ing election all belie that position. It is 
either that he loves petty despotism or 
else likes to play against other members 
of the board at politics. Is the board de- 
void of politics? Why, it wasenly a short 
time ago that the board voted 267 times 
on the question of who. should be chair- 
man. What was the meanirg of that? 
Was it because each one had so many 
distinguished qualities that it was hard 
to say which should have the place? And 
yet they tell us there is no politics in the 
board! 

“It was but six weeks ago that one of 
the finest policemen on the force came 
to my office and said he was Hable to 
lose his position on account of the polit- 
ical animosity against him in the board. 
He wanted me to represent him in the 
matter, but, under the circumstances, I 
could not do so. That man was Tom 
Grant. the brave, officer who lost his life 
out at Pittsburg Saturday morning. He 
told me they had nothing against him 
except political animosity. 


Many Votes Taken. 

“Several years ago the board voted for 
a chairman, and the members voted 439 
times. The board adjourned from time 
to time without electing, and it was some 
time before the matter was finally set- 
tled. Was it or was it not that there 
was factional politics in the police baard? 
At that time W. H. Venable was a mem- 
ber of the board, and he and Mr. English 
agreed that they would resign. Mr. Ven- 
able prepared a card of resignation, and 
it was published in the newspapers, in 
which he stateq that Mr. English had 
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agreed to resign. Mr. Venable sacrificed 
his ambition for the good of the town. 
Captain English declined to resign. Was 
that politics or not? .I say it was poli- 
tics. In a great many respects Mr. Eng- 
lish is a very honorable man. There can 
be no denial of patronage in the board. 
The election of men é¢very two years’ is 
patronage. The members of the force are 
continually being told not to take part 
in politics, and men have been left off 
the force because they did display inter- 
est in politics. It is only natural that 
they should take an interest in matters 
of this kind, because their living depends 
upon their election.” 

Mr. Key referred to the movement 
some time ago to abolish the board. and 
he said he thought the board unanimous- 
ly voted against it. He thought, however, 
that Commissioner Fox did not so vote, 
as, declated the councilman, “I believe 
he stated he ‘did not give a d—n what 
council did with it.’’’ Councilman Key, 
before resuming his seat, said he had 
made the statement in order to get him- 
ne 7 a public, and to answer

Mr. Hill’s Resolution. 

When he sat down Councilman Hil! in- 
troduced the following resolution, and 
asked that it be adopted: 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
counci] that, Whereas there seems to be 
seismic trouble brewing, whether in coun- 
cil or the board of police commissioners 
and 

“Whereas, the board of police commis. 
Sloners have been stigmatized as the 
stinkhole and hogwallow of city politics 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, That any member of the 
general council, or citizen of the city of 
Atlanta, who is cognizant of or ac- 
quainted with any act of the police board 
Or any individual membeF thereof who 
has been guilty of any conduct in viola- 
tion of the ordinances of the city of At- 
lanta or in violation of. the oath that 
they or he has taken, that this general 
counci] request by this resolution such 
member of the general council or citizen 
to prefer charges that they or he may be 
tried before this“*body, and such offending 
board or individual member thereof may, 
on conviction, be discharged and his suc- 
cessor thereafter elected.” 

Mr. Hill said he had but one reason for 
introducing the resolution, and that was 
to put an end to the whole matter. He 
said he had voted to abolish the board 
and he had done so as a matter of princt- 
ple. He said if there were any members 
of the board who were guilty of conduct 
in violation of ordinances or their oath 
of office, charges should be brought 
against them, and they should be tried 
before the body Which elected them. In 
case of conviction, he said, he would al- 
Ways vote to turn them out. 

“If you know these things to be ne 
Mr. Hill declared, “then prefer ioe 
charges and discharge them from office: 
but as long as you cannot convict them, 
then shut up! Don’t, for God's sake, 
don’t stigmatize them as the ‘stinkhole 
of politics’ and then don't prefer charges. 
If it is so rotten, then put ‘em out. I 
voted to abolish the board for principle 
but I did not vote because 7] considered 
. the ‘stinkhole and hogwallow of poll- 
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Paper Laid on Table. 

Councilman Kontz seconded Mr. Hill's 
motion to adopt the resolution. He said 
if he did not regard the word “request” 
as meaning “‘demand,”’ he would move 
to amend the resolution by changing the 
word so as to make it a command. He 
said he did not rise to champion the 
police board, “but,” said he, “if a gen- 
tleman has abuse for another gentleman 
let him say it to him.” He thought it 
demoralized the force to continue to air 
the board affairs from time to time. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson agreed with 
Messrs. Hill and Kontz as to the way of 
stopping the matter, but he was opposed 
to the resolution. He believed council 
was every bit as divided as the police 
board, and he considered that if the 
board thought council a set of ignoram- 
uses, the commissioners ought to be re- 
quired to specify the members. He said 
that whenever council dissgreed with te 
board, the board usually characterized 
council as a lot of idiots. He moved that 
the resolution be laid on the table, and 
council, by a vote of 13 to 5, did so.

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BASIS OF REPRESENTATION 


WAS FIXED BY COMMITTEE 


\ 
There Is Positively No Question as to the Number 
of Delegates To Which Each County Is En- 


titled-- Judge 


Hart Resigns. 


HE question has been raised as to 

what will be the basis of representation 
of the different counties of the state in 
the coming state convention on July 2, 
and papers in different parts of Georgia 
have published articles and interviews 
tending to show that the matter was one 
which might affect the political result. 

As a matter of fact there is no ques- 
tion whatever ds to the representation 
from each county in the coming conven- 
tion, and the agitation of it is nothing 
more or less than a tempest in a teapot, 
The raising of such a question credits 
the state democratic executive committee, 
which is cemposed of men from among 
Georgia's foremost politicians, with very 
little foresight. It would have been a 
grave error to have left such a matter 
as that unsettled. The committee real- 
ized that, and provided against it. 

Each county is entitled to have double 
the number of delegates in the state con- 
vention as it will have representatives in 
the lower house of the next legislature, 
is what the committee decided, In 
framing the resolutions which were 
adopted by the committee the usual 
form was followed on this particular sub- 
ject, when a member of the subcommittee 
raised the question as to which legisia-~- 
ture was meant. Some one moved that 
the words “the next” be inserted before 
the word “legislature,”” and this was 
done. @o tXe representation in the con- 
vention will be based upon the number 
of representatives in the next house, This 
is so clearly stated in the following para- 
graph from the resolutions adopted by 
the state committee that there need no 
longer be any ‘question’ about it; 

“It ig ordered that all the officers above 
named shall be voted for directly by the 
people and that the respective county 
committees snall, when they shall compile 
and declare the result of said vote, select 
from among the active supporters of the 
candidates receiving the highest vote, del- 
egates to the state convention, each coun- 
ty through its delegates to have double 
the number of votes in said convention 
that it has representatives in the lower 
house of the next legislature. No dele- 
gate in said conventton shall give his 
proxy to any but a bona fide resident of 
his county, and the proxy so named shall 
be chosen from among the supporters of 
the successful candidates,”’ 

The reason why the ‘question’’ was 
raised is, of course, because at the last 
session of the legislature the reapportion- 
ment was changed to accord with the 
new census, and some counties which 
now have three or two representatives 
will in the next house have only two or 
one, as the case may be, white others 
get an increased number. 

For instance, Burke county now has 
three representatives in the legislatur®, 
but under the reapportionment Burke 
will hayg only two in the next house. 
Therefore, under the resolutions of the 
state committee Burke will be entitled to 
only four delegates in the state conven- 
tion instead of six as heretofore. The 
same applies to all other counties in 
which the rtumber of representatives has 
been changed, those which secured an 
increased number of members of the 
house being entitled to a proportionately 
increased number of delegates to the con- 
vention. 

The committee has made itself quite | 
clear on this pwint, and there really seems 
to be no reason for any agitation. 


JUDGE HART RESIGNS. 
UDGE SOHN C. HAR:, of the Oc- 
mulgee circuit, yesterday tendered his 

resignation to Governor Candler, to take 
effect on July 1. The reason, as he stated 
to the governor, for not making it 
earlier was that he had considerable 
business to wind up and dispose of, par- 
ticularly a number of motions for new 
trial. 

Governor Candler will have to arpoint a 
judge for the Ocmulgee circuit to fill the 
unexpired term from July 1 to January 
1. There are two applicants for this ap- 
pointment, it is stated, Hon. Fred Foster, 
of Madison, and Judge Columbus Heard, 
of Greene county, both well-known and 
able lawyers, and both warm friends of 
the governor. It is not likely that the 
appointment will be made until some 
time the latter part of June, just before 
Judge Hart’s resignation becomes effec- 
tive. Neither Mr. Foster nor Judge 
Heard, it is stated, will be in the race for 
election to the office. The only candidate 
for election to the judgeship is Hon. Gray 
Lewis, former solicitor general of that 
circuit. He hds no opposition for the po- 
sition, and it is not thought he will have 
any. 

Judge Hart will have no opposition 
whatever, it may be safely stated, in his 
race for the attorney generalShip. His 
candidacy has been quite a remarkable 
one, for it is seldom that a man goes 
into such a desirable office without a 
struggle. Judge Hart is not only an able 
lawyer, but he is a man of the highest 
personal and .Christian character. Under 
the circumstances it may be said it is 
not altogether. surprising that he has 
had things ptactically his own way. 


TERRELL IN SCREVEN. 
YLVANIA, GA., May 19.—(Spectal.)— 
Hon, Joseph M. Terrell spoke to a large 

crowd here today at the court house in 
the interest of his candidacy for gov- 
ernor. Mr. Terrell followed his usual 
line of argument, and made a good im- 
pression on the people here who had never 
had the pleasure of hearing him before, 
His speech was pitched on a high plane, 
free from personalities, and was delivered 
with ease and grace. 

Colonel J. W. Overstreet, in {introducing 
the speaker, made a good hit for him 
when he stated in answer to the charge 
that Mr. Terrell was the candidate for 
the railroads that Screven’s splendid new 
court house was a refutation of this 
charge, inagmuch as it was built entirely 
with the back taxes due by the Central 
railroad under the Glenn bill, and which 
were collected by Mr. Terrell, as attorney 
general, after a hard fight through all 
the courts.

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TROOPS REMAIN 
AT PITTSBURG 


No New Developments in 
Riot Situation and All Is 
Now Quiet. 


TROUBLE SEEMS ENDED AND 
NO OUTBREAK IS EXPECTED 


Governor Says He Will Keep the 
Troops on Guard Until Every 
Danger Has Passed—The 
Wounded Improving. 

Chief Ball Talks. 


— =| 


There were no new developments yes- 
terday in the Pittsburg riot situation, 
and it is now believed no further out- 


break will occur. 

Troops are still in full charge of the 
suburb, And Governor Candler announces 
that he will keep them there until he !s 
satisfied that the trouble is entirely over. 

No disorder of any kind occurred at thé 
scene of the tragedy yesterday, and the 
day passed quietly. No further arrests 
of suspects were made during the day or 
last night. There are at present four 
negroes held in the Tower for compl sity 
in the riot. 

Chief of Policé John W. Ball stated last 
night that he believes the trouble is at 
an end. 

‘TI do not believe there will be any 
further acts of violence growing out of 
the riot,’’ said the chief. “The excite- 
ment is rapidly cooling, and I see no 
indication of an outbreak. The negroes 
are quiet, and the white people show no 
disposition to molest them. Of course, 
however, we are prepared for an emerg- 
ency, and are using precautions to in- 
stantly suppress any disorder, should the 
occasion demand. We will continue these 
precautions as long as necessary.”’ 

The three watches of the police force 
are stil] doing twelve-hour duty. 

Tragedy Still All the Talk. 

The tragedy is sfill the talk of the city, 
and was freely discussed on the street 
corners yesterday and last night. Sev- 
eral wild reports of trouble were received 
at the police station last night, but in- 
vestigation proved them groundless. 

The residents of the Pittsburg district 
retired early, and the only signs of ani- 
mation were furnished by the soldiers. 
Nothing occurred during the night to re- 
lieve the monotony of the silent tramp of 
the sentries as they paced backward and 
forward along the dark streets, 

Reports from the wounded last night 
were to the effect that they are all im- 
proving. The most desperately wounded 
is Shepard Finzed, the negro, who was 
shot in the arm and abdomen. He is at 
the Grady hospital, and the physicians 
there consider: his condition serious. 

Jackson, the street car man, is also at 
the hospital. He was shot through the 
groin, and has a bad wound, It is not 
regarded as serious, however, and his 
condition shows improvement. 

Chll Officer George Spradlin, who tas 
shot in the left arm, is reported as rest- 
ing easy. It is stated that he will be un- 
able to resume work for several days. 
Chief Ball and Police Commissioner W. 
O. Jones visited the wounded officer last 
night and found him much improved. 

County Policeman W. A. Wright and 
Owen Heard, who were both slightly 
hurt, are able to be out, and will be fully 
recovered in a few days. 

The bodies of the thfee negroes killed 
in the riot have been interred in South- 
view cemetery. Tha funeral of Will 
Richardson and James Harrison occurred 
Sunday afternoon; the body of Milt¢en 
Risdon was buried yesterday morning.

Funeral of Murdered Policeman Oc- 
curred Yesterday

The funeal of Policeman Edward Crab- 
tree, who was murdered in the Pittsburg 
riot Saturday morning, occurred yester- 
day afternoch. 

Funeral services were conducted at 3 
o'clock at the residence, corner of Wells 
and Robins streets, by Rev. J. C. Solo- 
mon. Large numbers of the friends of 
the deceased officer attended the funeral 
as a mark of respect to his memory. 
Many beautiful floral offerings, tributes 
to the esteem in which the officer was 
held by his friends, eovered the casket. 
An honorary escort of policemen attend- 
ed the funeral. The pallbearers were also 
fellow-officers. 

The interment was in Westview ceme- 
tery. At the grave the services were re- 
sumed, and were conducted by Rev. 
Virgil Norcross. Both miptsaters paid a 
beautiful tribute to the dead policeman, 
and spoke words of high praise for the

HILL TAKES UP 
GQUERRY'S RECORD 


Quotes Card in Which Ho Favored 
Local Option in 1896 


HE SAYS GUASRY IS FICKLE 


Charges That as a Citizen He Then 
Advocated Local Option, While 
as a Candidate He Now 
Wants State Prohibi- 
tion.

Hon. Warner Hill, campaign manager 
for Hon. Joseph M. Terrell, addressed 
the people of Edgewood at the academy 
there last night. He had a good au- 
dience and his address was well re- 


ceived. 

Mr. Hil] took occasion to discuss Hon. 
Dupont Guerry’s record on prohibitton, 
and read a card written by Mr. Guerry 
fin 1896, going to show that he then fa- 
vored local option. 

The following is the card written by 
Mr. Guerry October 7, 1896, and read by 
Mr. Hill at Edgewood last night: 

Editor Constitution: There seems to be some 
| question, or rather confusion, as to the po- 
sition of the late lamented Dr. Haygood on the 
subject of prohibition. 

He was ene of the great men of our times, 
and presented to mankind the highest type of 
cur southern Christian manhood. He ac- 
complished more for the cause of prohibition 
in this and other states than any score of 
Georgians that could be named. It is therefore 
but natural that our people :who favor proht- 
bition should feel a great interest in his well- 
matured and deliberately expressed views ypon 
that vitally important subject. 

I have in my library a pamphlet written by 
the doctor in 1880, called by him ‘‘A Plea for 
Prohibition,’’ and a powerful plea it is. 

After stating the faet that ‘‘many towns 
in Georgia have closed the bar rooms—some 
in one way and some in another,’’ we find the 
following on page 32: 

‘There are many ways at getting at the 
trouble. These methods all involve what is 
called “local option’—that is, the free choice 
of the community. 

‘This is a fair principle; each community 
should have the right to say whether it will 
have bar rooms in its midst. It woukd seem 
@ great hardship that a local minority should 
impose their choice in such a manner on the 
niajority. 

‘It would seem an equal hardship that an 
outside majority should impose their prefer- 
ence on @ community removed from tbem.’”’ 

On the same and following page of the 
pamphlet we find these words: 

‘‘Another advantage of making local issues— 
of settling this question out of what is called 
politics. 

‘This ts not only important—it is vital.‘ 
For the professional politician cannot be trust- 
ed in such issues—jif any. 

‘We don’t want this question tangled up in 
party, platform, candidates, etc.’’ 

From these quotations it is perfectly plain 
that in 1880 Dr. Haygood, the great apostle 
of prohibition in Georgia, preferred the now 
much abused and contemptuously treated -plan 
of ‘‘local option.’’ 

I have no reason to believe that the doctor 
ever changed his position as to ‘‘local op- 
tion,’’ but I have some reason to believe that 
& sma political‘ring of professional prohi- 
bitionists became impatient with the ‘‘grand 
old man’’ because he would not join them in 
the movement that has culminated in the pres- 
ent incongruous fusion and wanton political 
crusadé against Georgia's demacrocy. 

That he did not ‘‘want prohibition tangled up 
in party, platform, candidates, etc.,’’ is, ‘of 
course, too Plain for argument, as there are 
his own deliberately selected and written worda. 
That he would have objected to the cause of 
prohibition being ‘‘tangled up’’ with populism, 
ho man can doubt. That he would have joined 
in this bitter and risky tirade against the men 
in Georgia who have accomplished all that ha& 
been accomplished for prohibition, no man can 
even imagine. 

That he would have remained among thos6 
God-serving and man-loving ministers, ho 
want prohibition more than they do office, /and 
yee are willing to do simple justice fo a 

emocrati¢ governor who has given the state 
& magnificent administration and in doing so 
has daréd to be fair even to ‘‘our brother in 
black,’’ I have not the shadow of a dowbt.

Mr. Hill’s Comments. 

Referring to the foregoing letter Mr. 
Hill spoke as follows: 

“He is now against ‘local option and 
in favor of state prohibition. Why this 
change of sentiment and of opinion? 
Will he plead infancy on this letter, too. 
as he did on his prohibition vote in 1880-1? 
He said with reference to that vote. ‘At 
that time I was a young lawyer with 
but little education and without legisla- 
tive experience,’ etc. And although he 
has been making charge ‘after charge 
during this campaign, and jumping on 
everybody and everything, and when Mr. 
Terrell, at Forsyth, and I, tn a letter tn 
reply to one from him, quoted a little 
of his own record, he whines like a 
whipped. child and pleads the ‘baby act’ 
and says, ‘I was a young lawyer with 
but little education and without legis- 
lative experience.’ But this letter was 
written when he was sixteen years older, 
and now will he: plead the ‘baby act’ 
again? Was he right then or now? Hig 
positions on public questions are as fickle 
a@s the wind; they are as shifting as the 
sands on the seashore. He claims to be 
for state prohibition today; but where 
will he be tomorrow? Judging from the 
past, no one can tell. As a citizen in 1896 
he advocated local option, but as a can- 
didate in 1902 he advocates state prghihi- 
tion. I appeal from candidate Guerry to 
citizen Guerry.”’

New York, May 19.—The cotton market open-

points lower and then weakened under heavy 
bear pressure from Wall street and absence of 
éubstantial speculative support.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. | 


New York, May 1!9.—There was a dull and 
professional stock market today with @ 8a&~ 
ging tendency, running to acute weakness at 
times at one or two points. Covering by-room 
shorts caused some slight improvement during 
the final bour, but the tone became~heavy again 
and closed so. The recent factors of depression 
ecntirued in force—namely, the uncertainty over 
the effect of the anthracite miners’ strike, the 
situation in local money market and the crop 
outlook. There was some irregularity in the 
opening dealings and the hard and soft coal 
stocks made some stand against depression. 
The grain carriers, on the other hand, were 
weak and made quite general declines of a 
point or mera The reports of heavy rains in 
the northwest were considered unfavorable for 
spring wheat, but the weather in the southwest 
was good ard winter wheat was reported doing 
well. This weakness permeated thelist pretty 
generally. There was notable selling of the 
United States Steel stocks, which seemed to 
gain force when announcement was made of 
the several protests presented at the stock- 
holders’ meeting today against the plan for 
the conversion of stock and issue of bonds. 
This selling was alleged to be for Pittsburs 
acccunt, and was the subject of much gossip 
on the stock exchange, where it gave rise to 
considerable uneasiness. The relative firmness 
of the coal stocks was due to current reports 
that the National Civic Federation was stfll 
making efforts to settle the strike. The com- 
mon opinion in Wall street as to the duration 
of the etrike continues optiniistic, despite 
the failure of last week's persistent assertions 
that there would be no permanent strike at all. 
The money market was rather easy, today, as 
a result of the active measures taken last week 
to secure additional credits abroad and from 
other sources than the banks. But the clear 
understanding that the securing of these new 
credits left the general credit situation as @ 
whole unchanged, in spite of last week’s enor- 
mous loan decrease by the banks themselves, 
detracted from the sentimental relief that 
would otherwise ‘have been felt. byethe loan 
showing. There was a sighificant stiffening 
of the foreign exchange rate also, which in- 
dicates that a high level of interest rates is 
all thAt diverts credits to the -New York market.

Resolutions Introduced To Pay Sal- 
aries of Grant and Crabtres, 


MONEY TO BE PROVIDED 


Alderman Woodward Questidned the 
Authority of Chief Ball in Send- 
ing Members of the Police 
Force to Pittsburg To 
Quel] Riot. 


During the meeting of council yester- 
day afternoon Alderman James G. Wood- 
ward questioned Chief Ball’s’authority in 
sending members of the police force to 
Pittsburg last Saturday to assist in the 
capture of the negro desperado, Will 
Richardson. 

The matter came up while council was 
considering two resolutions—one by the 
police committee and the other by Al- 
derman Woodward—providing that the 
salaries of Officers Grant and Crabtree, 
who were killed during the fight at the 
negro settlement, be paid to their fami- 
lies month by month up to the first of 
next year. The police committee sought 
to have the money paid out of the con- 
tingent fund, while Mr. Woodward's res- 
olution stipulated that the names of the 
dead patrolmen be continued on the pay 
roll for the remainder of the year, 

Councilman Hill said he was more than 
willing to pay the families of the mur- 
dered men their salaries, but he was op- 
posed to keeping the names on the pay 
roll or requiring the police department 
to pay the amount—$840—from the money 
appropriated to the use of the depart- 
ment. He said the department needed 
all the money it now had. Mr. Hill said 
he did not know how the board would 
be able to pay the salaries of four men 
out of the money in hand for two. 


Chief Gave Orders. 

Mr. Woodward said that several prece- 
dents could be cited where the names 
of dead employees of the city had been 
continued upon the pay rolls. He assert- 
ed that he questioned the presence of the 
policemen outside the city on the occa- 
sion of the attack on  Richardson’s 


stronghold. 

“They were there under orders,’ said 
Mr. Hill. 

‘Whose orders?’ 
Woodward. 

“Chief Ball's, I suppose,”’ 
councilman from the seventh. 

“The chief,’’ declared Mr. Woodward, 
“had no more right to order them out- 
side the city than you or I have,” 

Quite a discussion was had over the 
two resolutions, which were finally re- 
ferred to the finance committee. Council- 
man Kontz, chairman of the committee, 
stated that the city’s finances were in 
about the same condition as last year, 
when it became necessary to borrow 
money tm order to provide additional room 
at the Girls’ High school. He favored 
my ing the salaries of the dead officers 
to their families, but did not Know where 
the money was to come from. 


Death of Mr. Hunter. 


Mayor Mims sent a special communica- 
tion to council notifying that body of- 
ficially of the death of City License In- 
spector Hunter. The mayor declared Mr. 
Hunter had been one of the city’s most 
efficient employees and the tax commit- 
tee, through its chairman, Alderman La- 
Hatte, introduced appropriate resolutions 
touching the death of the license inspec- 
tor and city warden. The resolution was 
adopted by a rising vote,and was or- 
dered spread upon the minutes, as was 
the communication from the mayor. Sev- 
eral members of council made short talks 
in which they extolled the virtues of the 
dead official. 

The mayor's communication relative to 
the action of the police board, faWorable 
to the reestablishment of the police re- 
serve, was referred to the police com- 
mittee. Mayor Mims also called attention 
to the need ofa proper ordinance regulat- 
ing the public ca and hacks In the city. 
Alderman LaHatte introduced an ordi- 
nance covering the matter, and it was re- 
ferred jointly to the committee on trans- 
portation and the city attorney.

Franchises Applied For. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany filed petitions asking for authority 
to lay tracks along Mitchell street from 
Davis to Tatnall: along McDaniel from 
Richardson to Whitehall: along Forsyth 
from East Fair to Whitehall, and along 
Luckie street from Alexander to Mills.

The Seaboard Going to Birmingham. 

Despite the statement of 
Williams, of the Seaboard Air Line, that 
Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., of New 
York, had bought the East and West 
for themselves and associates, and not 
for the Seaboard, it is generally believed 
among Atlanta railroad men that the 
road will eventually become a part of 
the Seaboard system and that it will be 
only a few months before the Seaboard 
will be running trains between Atlanta 


and Birmingham, 

Atlanta representatives of the Seaboard 
know nothing of the deal or of the fu- 
ture purposes of the Seaboard as to get- 


ting into Birmingham, and consistently 
refuse ‘to discuss the matter, but among 
other well-posted railroad men it is a 
subject of the greatest interest just at 
the present time. 

It is believed that the Seaboard will at 
once construct a line between Pell City, 
Ala., the western terminus of the East 
and West, and Birmingham. Nothing is 
known concerning the connection that 
will be made between Atlanta and the 
East and West. In certain quarters it is 
believed that the Seaboard will at once 
begin the construction of a road leading 
west from Atlanta and touching the East 
and West just east of the Alabama line. 
On the other hand, some think that for 
some time at least the Seaboard will 
operate its trains via Cartersville over 
the rails of the Western and Atlantic. 

For efther of these moves the Seaboard 
seems prepared, for it is understood that 
that company has a trackage arrange- 
ment with the Western and Atlantic, 
while a charter was recently granted to 
bulld from Atlanta to the Alabama line 
to a company which is generally believed 
to have been organized in the interest 
of the Seaboard. It is said that this 
company has had a corps of surveyors 
in the fleld for some time and that op- 
tions have been secured on a large part 
of the right of way. 

Recent movements have caused a gen- 
eral belief that the Seaboard is deter- 
mined to get into Birmingham and that 
its officials have come to the opinion that 
if they are ever to build to that city 
they had best do so at once.

It has been generally believed in this 
section that the Seaboard was béhind the 
Newport and Waynesvisie road, tne con- 
struction on wu... is the best. The Ruth- 
erfordton, Hickory Nut Gap and Asheville 
has recently been chartered. and it !s 
thought that this is a Seaboard com- 
pany to build from Rutherfordton to 
Waynesville. This will make the line To 
Knoxville complete with the exception of 
the extenston from Newport to Knoxville, 
which is yet to be provided.
